The Russians have abandoned their 
positions to the north of Sienlawa, on 
the Ban river, in Galicia, and have re 
treated towards Tarnogrod, in Russian 
Poland, according to the official state­ 
ment given out by the German army 
headquarters staff.

"North of Sienlawa, attacks by the 
Teutonic allies forces the Russians to 
abandon their positions and retreat to­

Tarnogrod. 
The army under 
General von Mackensen followed in 
hot pursuit.
